Weetaking the pzenulTcs into Our Paincely conſideration, and reſoluing on the beſt and 
ſpcedieſt way of refozmation fo: tize goodof Oar people , and fo2 the remedy of the afozemen- 
tioned cuils fo2 time io come, haune thonghtitmeet to ſet altop to the fature confluence andin- 
truſion of Fozreyners and Aitens1ntothe laid places. And fo2 that cauſe, and foz the regula- 
ting and moze o2deriy diſpoling of Trade and Tradeſinenthere, by the admce oof the Lo2ds 
andothers of Our Pune Councell, hane by Dur Letters Patents vuder Our great Scale 
of England, in ſuch ſoztas thereinis erp2cſfed, incozpozated the pzeſent Tradeſmen and Artifi- 
cers inhabiting Within the ſame places, who haueſerued as Appeentices by the ſpace of ſeuen 
yeares, and haue there erected and citabliſhed aſetled Gouernment : O:daining and declaring 
by Ourſaid Letters Patents, that no perſon whatſocucr , otter then the pzeſent Tradeſmen 
and Artificers ſhall from hencekoozthinhabite inthe ſaid places,to ſet up 02ererciſe any Arte, 
Myſtery, Trade,o2 Decupation,o2 vſe any trading by retaile there,o2be admittedinto the ſaid 
Co2po2ation vnleſſe he ſhall ficſt ſerue as an Appzentice there by the ſpace of ſeucn yeares. 
A-1d concerning the ſatd pzelent Traveſinen and Artificers, Wee haue by Our ſaid Letters 
Patents o2deined and declared,that ſuch of themas haueſerued Appzentiſhips by the ſpace of 
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ſeuen yeares,ſhill foozthwith be recetuedinto the freedome ofthe ſaid body. And ko2 ſuch of 
them as being Natives, hauenot ſerued Appzentithips as akozeſaid, in regard the puriſh- 
ment Whereunto they are lyable (if wee ſhould pat Our lawes im execation) would much 
impoueriſh them, and rather bing acharge upon the Pariſhes wherem theyliue, which are 
ouerburdened with pooze already,then wozkany refozmationto? the time tocome: 33e there- 
foze , outof:Dur Pancely care fo2 their eaſeand Welfare , by Dur ſaid Letters Patents haue 
farther ozdered, Tat they alſo may be adinitted into the ſaioFreedome, inſuch manner,as 
by Our ſaid Letters Patents 1s 02dained;And after ſuch adnuttance,ſhail,and may freely vſe 
their Trades withm the ſaidplaces during their naturall ues, 

And as fo2 ſuch Aliens, as haue fo: ſome reaſonable time, openly vled and exerciſed Trades 
within the ſaidplaces, ue haue further by Qurlaid Letters Patents, declared Dur gracious 
will and Pleaſure to be ; That ſuch of the ſaid pzelent Altens there inhabiting, as ſhall bee 
found fit to partake of this Dur Grace and Fanour , and will ſubnut themlelues tobe regula- 
tedand o2dered by Our Lawes, and the Conſtitutions of the ſaid Cozpozation, may alſo 
bee admitted into the Commanalty and Freedome of the ſaid2Body, accozdingly as is o2dar- 
ned by Qurſaid Letters Patents ; Aud after ſuch admittance, ſhall, and may freely vſc their 
Trades there, during their naturall liuez: And thatno other Alien ſhall from hencefozth be 
admitted into the ſaid Freedome. 

And to the end, that ſo great care by Us taken, fo2 the generall good and Welfare of 
Our People inhabiting the ſaid places may no: bee fruſtrate ; Dur will and Pleaſure ts, 
T hat all the ſaid Tradeſmenand Artificers, now inhabitingin the ſaid places, aid intending 
there to continue, be fozthwith avnuttedinto the ſaid Freedome., Aad that no perſon oz per- 
ſons whatſocuer, ſhall afcer the Feaſt of All Sainrs next mſuing, vie oz exerciſe any Lrade, 
Myſtery, Craft, Occupation, oz traving by Retaile inthe places afozeſaid, vnleſle hee, oz tjep 
bee admitted into the ſaid Freedome, vp..n paine of Dur PYndignation , and ſuc!) fur- 
ther puniſhment, as We by Our Law:s, andrtheStatutes cf this Dur Realme, oz by Our 
P:erogatine Royall may iwtlict vpen the Contumaers of Our Royall Will and Picaſure. 

And fo: themoze ſpeedy effecting the great good hereby intended, it 15 Our expzeſſe Will and 
Bleaſure, That the Church-wardens,Conſtables, and other Otficers ofthe ſcucrallPariſhcs 
andPzecincts, within the places afozeſaid, do tozthWith deliver vnto the Chamberlainesof 
the ſaid Cozpozation, the names and ſirnames of all the pzcſeiit inhabitants, within their re- 
ſpectine Pariſhes and Pzecincts, Who now exerciſe any Trade, ÞPyſtery, Craft, Occus- 
pation, o2 dealing _—_ there, as alſo the places of their abode, and what Trade euery 
of them doth vſe: Thatſothenames ofthe p:elent Tradeſmen and Artificers, andplaces of 
theirabode being knowne, the intruſton of otyers may the better be pzenented, and diſcouered 
intime to come. 

Laſtly,vde do hereby declare, That inall the Pzemiſſes, Our Ropall care hath been, not ta 
alter 02 uifringe the preſent fozines of Gouernmentalready eſtabliſhed within any of the ſaid 
places; but only to affoozdOaur Royall aililtance, foz the eaſe and reliefe of Dur good Sub- 
tects, in cafes already not pzouided foz. And therefoze by Dur (aid Letters Patents wee 
baue p2omded , That the Juriſtiction and fozme of Gonernment, heretofoze eſtabliſhed 
- within Our City of London, Our City of Weſtminſter, the Bozough of Sourhwark, Our Tower 

of London, the Liberties aad P2:ccincts thereof, oz elſewhere withinthe places afozeſaid, and 
the Pailedges, Pimnumities and Rites of them , oz any of them ; and alſo the Liberites, 
P2uuledges, Pmmunities and Rites heretofoze granted to the Deane and Chapter of the 
CollegiateChurch of S.Pcrcr Weltminlter,oz by them,oz therr hrgh Dteward fo2 thetime being, 
lawfully vſed, hall not by Dur ſaid Letters Patents be any Wayes infringed oz pzetudiced,
